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AN ACT concerning public utilities.

Be it enacted by the People of the State of |Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 5. The Public Uilities Act is anended by

changi ng Section 8-301 as foll ows:

Sec. 8-301. Standards of service. The Comm ssion shal

have power to ascertain, determne and fix for each kind of
public wutility suitable and convenient standard comrerci al
units of service, product or commodity, which units shall be
lawful units for the purposes of this Act; to ascertain,
determ ne and fi x adequate and serviceabl e standards for the
measurenents of quantity, quality, pressure, initial voltage
or other condition pertaining to the performng of its
service or to the furnishing of its product or conmodity by
any public utility, and to prescribe reasonable regulations
for exam ning, neasuring and testing such service, product or
coomodity, and to establish reasonable rules, regulations,
specifications and standards to secure the accuracy of al

meters and appliances for exam ning, nmeasuring or testing

such service, product or commodity. The Commi ssion shal

issue and inplenment rules establishing standards for the

calibration of natural gas neters and requiring those neters

to be calibrated at | east once every 5 years. The Conmi ssion

may purchase such materials, apparatus and standard neasuring
instrunments as it deens necessary to carry out the provisions
of this Section.

The Commi ssion shall provide for the inspection of the
manner in which every public wutility conforns to t he
reasonable regulations prescribed by the Comm ssion for

exam ning, neasuring and testing its service, product or
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comodity, and the Comm ssion may suppl enent such inspections
by exam ning, neasuring and testing the service, product or
comodity of any public wutility. Any consumer or user nmay
have tested any appliance for exam ning, neasuring or testing
any such service, product or commodity upon paynent of the
fees fixed by the Comm ssion. The Comm ssion shall declare
and establish reasonable fees to be paid for examning and
testing such appliances on the request of consumers or users,
the fee to be paid by the consuner or user at the tinme of his
request, but to be repaid to the consuner or user by the
public wutility if the measuri ng appl i ance be f ound
unr easonabl y defective or incorrect to the disadvantage of
t he consuner or user.

The Commi ssion, its officers, agents, experts or
i nspectors and enployees shall have power to enter upon any
prem ses occupied by any public utility for the purpose of
making the examnations and tests provided in the Act, and
set up and use on such prem ses, any apparatus and appli ances
and occupy reasonabl e space therefor.

All fees collected by the Comm ssion under this Section
shall be paid pronptly after the receipt of the sane,
acconpani ed by a detailed statenent of the sanme, into the
Public Utility Fund in the State treasury.
